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Strange Story of Gold DUcoveriea. 

Accouling to the New York Herald, a se-e- 
.oiul California has been discovered in 
Africa. The discovery, it is said, was made 
in I853i on the waters of the Senegal and 
Gambia, and since that time the French 
Government has been in receipt of millions 
upon millions annually from the minus. 
This part of the slory ajipears to bo very 
improbable. Had gold in any con-iidfrabJe 
quantilles reached Fnuice, the tact cuulii 
not have so long escaped the knDwIedge nf 
the world. The vritnr says tli.-it, " cnin- 
ineiicing with tho arrival nl' the first gold 
expedition in I8r>l,will bu I'oniul a miillitinie 
of Gavernnieiil ddcri'os dispensing rnedal.s 
and decorations for niiiilary services in 
Senegal. 

A Mr. R. A. Parrish, it is said, first in- 
formed Napoleon of tho existence nf the 
mines, and Mr. I'arrish dctdares ihiit the 
Emperor offered him three millions of dol- 
lars as a reward. Mr. Parrish's memorial 
was as follows : 

" To plant a missionary settlement, \yi(h 
one gun, upon a rocky island in the Niger 
belovvtho month of the Tchadda, and thereby 
ihroiiirh thi-^. its natural nutlet, to cornrnand 
the uiillet of its irnnu-aMirablo valley— a 
valley stretching from the Kong Mimiitaim: 
on the west to the remote highlands on thi- 
east, which divides the watcr.s of the NigiT 
from the Wiitrrs of I'.io Nile. Furtliernun 
liv treaty (m |iiir<'iui-i!. tu displace the Kuio- 
plsin settlement on llii; wo^<t coast north of 
the line; and thus, with thn de^i>rt as a 
nmllH'rn boiwidarv, the Atlantic on the w.^M, 
the .Monnlains of lh« Moon on the souili, 
and western ridge* of the isle upon the lar 
.t;ast, to establish a roloriy. which in its in- 
cxhJiMstablc natural |>rodn •tion? and parfc- 
ularly for its w.j:dth in L^olii, call h.-.vo uo 
rivai on the snrlace nl tin; earth. ' 

Hut Mr. Fairish appi'rtrs to have be.:n be- 
trayed by the French govoinmejit, if we can 
believe his story. Me says ; 

' Oitthe 1st of November, 1853, this me- 
morial with some of the fnttlier evide.tin.- 
which belonged .to it, was snbnuUiid hy i\lr. 
Parrish to tho Minister of tho French I>la- 
irine, with the nudeistanding that Ins 
•ccllency w.uild in a -li.nt time dcoidr upon 
the solidity »f the eiitef,pri se, and in tlie 
event of his ajiproi-.-il pr«eeed to draw up 
the Tuutr. On the •'iih of Decemhf>r, U.)!!, 
Mr. Faiiish again r-aw his I'.vcelliMiev. v.ho 
•dien tohl hlia that tin; i-Moject had hooii 
.adopted by tho Emperor, that an e\pfdit:on 
was then fitting .out tor In piosr.Mitinn, and 
ithn Trfli'fe would prohahlv l>e r.Mdy lor e.\- 
.cciltion in a few davs, the d.day whieli had 
already i.enin.'d bi:ing i.-har-calile to the m- 
.cussant demand npmi lii.s unio by the details 
■of the cnlerptiso. etc. liecaus,., a day or 
.two after this, Mr. I'arrish heinlated to adopt 
;a creature of Mr. I'ouhl's lo bi- lumod as 
<iil8 copartner in .that instrument, it \vainov«r 
.delivered to hi ra. His acecHs tu al. the (.1- 
iices of the ;'iiv.!rnineiil was iinniediately 
.0111 oil, an I a -y.^leni of vnul leati v« per.-.i;- 
.CUlioMs clireetMil imninst limi whiedi tlitee 
isoveral limes coniptdled him to leavr tin- 
.country. His cinnimi'iicalion with tlni Imii- 
peror by letter or.olhorwiae was deleai ■ i, 
.mid until tho present time, notwilhsiandin:,' 
.'.he tiininpharil success of tho enterpii'-o, 
.:ind the vrry eonsiderublo expense and 
:;ioiibl.' he has niidi'igone, his intorosts have 
.iiiado no pro'TOss.''

able that the Miiipcror is laying Iho fouiiiJa- 
tioii of a new Ktiipiri) in Africa, and that wo 
imay shortly look for « now map of that coii- 
itlnont "drosBod u.\fioiisivoly in Froiicii 
icolors.''

In ealin woailier slie parts the waier with- 
out shock, and it inav almost he said without 
foain, showinn thereby how perfectly her propor- 
tion.s have lieeu conceived. Her speed, nacusured 
on a fixed liasis of nearly eight kilometers, reach- 
ed 10 1-il) knots, which is tlie ttnest re.^iilt ever 
ascertaiuL'd in a ship of War. In a tea Imur's trip 
her averiige rate was 12 13-100 knots, witli all her 
tires lighted, and 11 knots with half her firea. In 
a rough sea she lieliavpd ptrfeclly.

The CoUeotion of«Dutiea. 
We have heard great complaints receutly, 
from British Columbia tratlersi, of the in- 
ju.stice cf tilt! Ijoveniintiiit in placing a 
heavy ta.v upon all f,'outl,s sent, into British 
Columbia by way of Fra.stn- River, while 
goods art: adiuittutl troni l)rt";,'on at lower 
ralt's, Ilius giviiij,' AiULTitJaii iiieichanls an 
opportiiiiily to undersel our own trader.s. 
We have alluded to the same subject very 
olien b-;lure ; but as yet have seen BO eflort 
evinced by the sovernraent to remedy a 
growing ovil. The fact is indisputable, that 
unless sotne plan is adopted during ihe 
coming Spring to equaliae the collection ot 
revenue, another unprofitablo season will be 
passed by the merchants of the sister col- 
ony. Atone time during the summer, train 
after train arrived at Qnesnelle from Oregon, 
and sold their yood.s ut much less rates than 
the same quality brought oia Fraser Itiver 
could be laid down. As a natural non.se- 
quonce, a state of circumstances ensued 
very much to be deplored, Many pack- 
trains were compelled to lay idle for sotne 
weeks, and merchant,^ on the lower Fraaer 
played '' pilch anti toss ■' wilh each other to 
while away the dtill tim.!,-, lluU followed the 
withdrawal of the pack-trains, and Victoria 
merchants wereafleoted in a correspond! Mir 
ratio. The cause of this depression was 
simply this: The Dalles packers were 
allowed to pass their goods, at the Dalles 
rates,* on arriving at Thompson River ; 
whereas, the British Culninbian was com- 
pelletl to pass his inerchaiidise at New 
Westminster market prmes. Ai^aiii. lhn)ui;h 
the iiieliiuient syslein of cullectmn many 
trains crossed tlin hue .md di.iposnd of their 
1,'oods, without ever paying a >i:ii,'lf .'^hillinj,' 
by way of duties.

Majority for Burnaby, 5 
Really and actually the majority would 
not have been more than one had not some 
refused to vote, on the ground that linrnaby 
would still bo returned even if they did 
vote. So far as the result of the election i s 
concerned, it shows that with all the govern- 
ment inlluence, their strength is but a sha- 
dow, and a shadow may defeat them. 

At the conclusion, Mr. Burnaby, in a noat 
speech, reiterated his determination to act 
independently a« the representative of the 
district; ; and Dr. Trimble followed by thank- 
ing those who had honored liini by voting lor 
him. Three cheers were given for the .suc- 
cessful and defeated candidates, when the 
electors retired, as some parties wore firing 
a salute. 

So liir us Mr. liuniaby is concerned, wore 
we to judge from lii.s .speech, he cviilently is 
a man of some ability,— an article very 
scarce iu the 01)struetiv« ranks. Should ho 
carry out the opinions he has expressed, we 
may have occasion to congratulate the coun- 
try on liis clcetioii.

^ News from the River. 

By tlie sleamer Otter, which arrived from 
Js'dvv Wedlminster on Wednesday night, we 
have later intelligence from. British Co- 
lumbia: 

THK STKAMElt "rOaT VAI.E." 

The fine stcrn-whuel steamer Fort Yale, 
built at Lainy's ship yard, which left V'^io- 
toria on'Thursday, 2-2d, reached Fort Yale 
«n the following Monday, with 35 tons of 
freight, in two hours and twenty-five min- 
utes from Hope. She was received by the 
inhabitants of that flourishing town with 
€very manifestation of rejoicing. Cannons 
■and anvils wore fired, and British and Ame- 
rican flags hoisted in honor of ttie event. 
Tlie Celestials there resident also camo in 
for their share of the fun, and set off innu- 
merable packs of Chinese lire-crackers. In 
the evening, a dinner was given to the 
atlachees of the boat, and many invited 
"uests, by the inhabitants, at which the 
humbler classes," ladies and gentlemen, 
mustered in full strength. After the dinner) 
a ball was held, and the dancing continued 
till an early hour in the morning. On Tues- 
day, at half-past eight o'clock, A. ji., the 
Fort Yiile took hei- dep rtnre, amid the 
■cheers of the as.sembleil inullitmle, and 
made the run to Fort Hope in 54 minutes; 
left Hope at half past ten o'clock, and 
reached New Westminster (stopping at Ilar- 
fison River on the way) at o'clock, and 
though dark and rainy, made the entire trip 
in less than seven hours and a half— the 
(luickest trip on record. The people of 
Fort Yale are highly delighted with their 
boat, which is a perfect; model of beauty and 
strength. 

BUSINESS. 

Trade at Forto Hope and Yale is repre- 
sented as beini> very lively, the merchants 
being busily employed in packing gooils 
for the upper country. The prospect.? for 
Spring trade are very flattering. 

WINTER QUARTEBJ. 

The miners around Hope and Yale have 
gone into winter quarters, and are already 
preparing for an early start in the Spring 
tor Cariboo and Quesnelle. 

P.VSSEKGKRS AND COLD DUST. 

Thesteamer"Ottor "only brought twenty- 
five passengers. She had, however.a large 
aronunt of gold dust— probably 840,000— of 
which sum Ballou's Express reports S20,000 ; 
and Jeffray's Express, $7000. 

WKATllKll AT TARIBOO. 

The weather in the Cariboo country is 
said to have become quite cold. Some snow 
had fallen, which laid upon the ground a 
foot deep, at the latest intelligence. But 
few men will winter there. 

BIO STRIKE. 

Two miners, named Diller and Keithipy, 
have made a «' big strike " lately on a high 
bluff about 18 milos above the Forks of 
Quesnelle. They washed 1100 buckets of 
dirt in a rocker and took out S1300. The 
gold is scaly, and seems to come from a 
mountain slide. The Uiggiiigs are thought 
to be lasting-

Haseltine & Co'x. hill claim, no often men- 
tioneil ill the Colon i st, is paying remark- 
ably well, anil the owners are in high spirits. 
At the first month's work a large sum of 
money had been olfered for an interest in ihn 
diggings : but none of the owners seem dis- 
posed to sell at any price. Harvey's claim 
has paid S25,000 to the company of five 
working it since June, Other claims are 
reported as paying largely.
